LIGHT RATE 18 
UNSATISFACTORY 


October was the first month under 
the new scale of rates being charged 
by the Calgary Power Co, and when 
the householders and business men of 
‘Wainwright received their electric 
light accounts for that month the bills 
‘were eagerly scanned to see how these 
compared with the charges made by 
the Town under the old system. 

A substantial reduction is noticed 
in the charges made for domestic ser- 
vices. In all cases where more than 
the minimum amount was charged 
there ia a considerable reduction on 
the rate previously paid. _- 

But the rate for commercial ser- 
vices—that is, restaurants, hotels, hos 
pitals, stores, offices, and other places 
uf ‘business, was found to be not en- 

tirely satiafactory. 

Although ‘mn most’ cases the charges 
vere less than under the old scale of 
rates, the: reduction-was not so great 
as expected. In the instance of power 

cers, it is found in one case that the 
electric. power account for ¢ 
imounted to nearly double under the 
ew scale of rates than would have 
been charged under the old ecale, 
while in another case the new rate 
causes a payment of over fifty per 
erit more than formerly. Other users 
in the power class are finding the 
same result from the new rates as 


billed for October.. 


This is due to the method of cal- 
culating the service charge and cur- 
tent consumption charge. How to 
figure the electric light account of a 
given business service requires a 
knowledge of watts, watt capacity, 
kilowatts, installed wattage, and 
cther technical details which the lay- 
man does not possess. 

The consumer’s understanding of 
the charges to be made under the new 
electric rates, was that there would 
be- a reduction of from 25 per cent to 
40 per cent on the old rates, but the 
actual working out of the new rates 
proves this to be erroneous as far as 
commercial service and power users 
are concerned. 

Many of our business men are dis-| 
satisfied with the new charges. Pre-{ 
vious to the adoption of the new rates 
commercial and power users were not 
given the information on what their 
electric current accounts would a- 
mount to monthly. They were led to 
believe and fully expected that there 
vould be a very substantial reduction 
and they are not getting it. 

This matter is deserving of the care 
ful consideration of the Calgary Pow- 
er Co. The seeming trouble should be 
investigated, and if some adjustment 
is possible it should certainly be made

The idea of a Music Festival is 
not new to Vancouver, but the 
Festival devdted entirely to sea 
music, which is being organized 
to take place in this city next 
January, is the first of its kind, 
and as such is attracting wide 
spread attention. ‘There is a vast 
amount of music connected with 
the sea, dating back as fur as the 
Song of Miriam, wich tradition 
says Wus subg to the Ch Idren of 
Israel, on the bank of ‘he Red 
Sea. Yet somehow no one till 
now had thought of devoting a 
whole series of concerts to this 
subject, and it is a tribute to the 
growing importance of Vincouver 
as a world port that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which is organ- 
izing this Fetsival, should have 
chosen to locate it here. 

It is Jess than two years ago 
since the Canadian Pacific experi- 
mented with its first Music Fes- 
tival, which was held at Quebec 
and dealt with the folksong pre- 
served by the French-Canadians 
whose forefathers brought these 
old songs with them to this coun- 
try three hundred years aro. That 
experiment met wiih such favor 
that it was repeated on a still 
more ambitious scale last Spring.

Chattel Mortgage and Bill of Sale 
Act according to Hon J. F. Lymburn 
uttorney-general. 
' Likelihood of sponsoring this bill 
said the minister, was in pursuance of 
the government's policy of insofar as

The draft of the proposed act was 
approved by the Canadian Uniformi- 
ty of Laws Committee at its conven- 
‘tion held during the last summer at 
Regina. 

In speaking of the bill, the minister 
said its provisions were somewhat in 
volved and intricate, but in general it 
was an attempt to make the law in 
respect of bills of sale and securities 
uniform throughout the: province 
The act makes for the protection of 
lenders who have taken security on 
chattels as against technical challen- 
ges as to the validity of securities, At 
the same time no additional burden is 
imposed on the borrower.
